To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield,  in  the  County 
of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  TOWN  HALL  in  said 
PITTSFIELD  on  Tuesday,  the  Thirteenth  day  of  MARCH 
1979  at  Ten  of  the  Clock  in  the  forenoon  and  at  GREENLEAF 
AUDITORIUM  at  EIGHT  of  the  Clock  in  the  evening  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.  (Polls  shall  be  open  at  10:00  A.M.  and  not  to  close 
before  6:00  P.M.) 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  add  a 
full  time  Administrative  Assistant  to  their  staff. 

3.  If  action  on  the  above  Article  No.  2  is  affirmative,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $20,000.00 
to  hire  an  Administrative  Assistant.  Such  a  sum  to  cover 
salaries  and  necessary  expenses  of  the  new  officer,  with  a  full 
time  secretary.  (The  sum  of  $10,000.00  to  be  raised  in  the 
year  of  1979) 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972  for  the  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations 
for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated 
herewith  or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,800.00  to  increase  the  sum  necessary  as  Pittfield's 
share  for  rebuilding  of  the  bridge  on  Websters  Mills  Road  to 
a  total  of  $52,800.00;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  do  all 
things  necessary  to  obtain  grants-in-aid  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and/or  the  United  States  Government  in 
connection  with  rebuilding  said  bridge. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Thousand  Seventy  Three  Dollars  ($5,073.00)  for 
the  support  of  the  salaries  of  the  Barnstead  Ambulance 
Service. 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell,  rent  or  lease  any  or  all  property  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deeds,  or  any  other  source,  and  to  administer 
said  property  as  they  deem  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  contract  for  and  accept  aid  relative  to  disasters  should 
they  occur  in  the  future. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  1979  taxes,  the  same  to  be 

.  repaid  with  that  year's  levy. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax 
Collector  to  accept  payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes 
according  to  RSA  80:52-a. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sums  of  money  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  to 
defray  Town  expenses  for  the  year  ensuing  or  pass  any 
motion  related  thereto. 

12.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Pittsfield,  respectfully  petition  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Pittsfield  1979  to  authorize  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  present  Fire  House,  located  on  Catamount 
Street,  Pittsfield,  N.H.,  to  be  funded  solely  from  existing 
general  funds  of  the  Pittsfield  Voluntary  Fire  Department. 
(Submitted  by  Petition) 

13.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Pittsfield  respectfully  petition  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Pittsfield  1979  to  open  to  Town  maintenance  a 
section  of  the  road  called  Old  Governors  Road,  presently 
closed  subject  to  bars  and  gates,  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  1600',  or  to  the  Epsom  Town  Line,  from  the 
present  end  of  maintenance  at  the  Hill  property  and 
residence  on  said  road.  (Submitted  by  Petition) 

13A.  If  action  on  the  above  Article  No.  13  is  affirmative,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.00  to  prepare  for  Town  maintenance  Governors  Road 
as  stated  in  Article  No.  13. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  continuation  of  the 
committee  of  five  persons  to  study  town  government  for  the 
purpose  of  making  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting  as 
necessary  and  that  the  Town  Moderator  be  authorized  to  fill 
any  vacancies  of  the  committee  that  may  occur. 


15.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  that  the  New 
Hampshire  Housing  Commission  be  and  is  authorized  to 
operate  in  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  that  said  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission 
is  authorized  to  sponsor  a  project  for  elderly/low-income 
persons  under  Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937  as 
amended,  for  any  of  the  following  accomodations  or  a 
combination  thereof:  (a)  substantially  rehabilitated  housing 
10  dwelling  units;  (b)  newly  constructed  housing  10  dwelling 
units,  the  total  amount  of  the  foregoing  not  to  exceed  20 
dwelling  units. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  remove  the  plowed  snow 
from  the  streets,  roads  and  sidewalks  in  the  critical  business 
and  service  areas  of  the  Town  and  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  this  purpose.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
article,  the  so-called  "crictical  business  and  service  areas" 
are  defined  as  follows: 

a.  Main  Street  —  along  the  westerly  side  from  a  point 
opposite  the  northerly  side  of  Elm  Street  in  a  southerly 
direction  past  the  Carpenter  Library  property. 

b.  Main  Street  —  along  the  easterly  side  from  the 
intersection  with  Chestnut  Street  to  the  intersection  with 
Carroll  Street. 

c.  Main  Street  —  along  the  easterly  side  in  the  area 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  Washington  House  and  on  the 
westerly  side  in  the  area  immediately  in  front  of  the  former 
Turtle  building,  but  only  to  provide  public  access  to 
businesses  currently  in  operation  in  that  building. 

d.  Elm  Street  —  along  both  sides  from  the  intersection 
with  Main  Street  to  the  Green  Street  intersection  on  the 
northerly  side  and  the  end  of  Depot  Street  on  the  southerly 
side. 

e.  Depot  Street  —  along  the  easterly  side  from  the 
intersection  with  Fayette  Street  to  the  intersection  with 
Carroll  Street  and  along  the  westerly  side  from  the 
intersection  with  Franklin  Street  to  a  point  opposite  Tilton 
Hill  Road  near  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  Merrimack 
Farmers'  Exchange. 

f.  Carroll  Street  —  along  the  northerly  side  from  the 
intersection  with  Depot  Street  to  a  point  near  the  westerly 
boundary  of  the  Maxfield  Hardware  Property  and  along  the 


southerly  side  from  the  intersection  of  Depot  Street  to  a  point 
near  the  westerly  boundary  of  the  J  &  R  Distributors 
property. 

17.  If  action  on  the  foregoing  Article  No.  16  is  affirmative, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  removing  plowed 
snow  from  the  critical  business  and  service  areas  in  the  Town 
for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  1979.  (Note  —  the 
projected  estimated  cost  for  a  full  fiscal  year  is  Nine 
Thousand  Dollars) 

18.  If  affirmative  action  is  taken  on  the  foregoing  two 
Articles  No.  16  &  17,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  take  the  necessary  action  to  control  and 
prevent  the  plowing,  pushing,  or  otherwise  depositing  snow 
from  other  areas  in  the  areas  from  which  the  snow  is  to  be 
removed  within  the  scope  of  the  foregoing  Article  No.  16  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  formal  contract  or 
contracts  which  they  deem  advisable  in  the  interest  of 
expediting  the  removal  of  snow  when  necessary.  (Submitted 
by  Petition) 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  endorse  and  ratify  the  contents 
of  the  Resolution  as  written  below:  Said  Resolution  pertains 
to  the  "Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of  1973"  The 
Resolutions  are  to  be  acted  upon  separately  and  voted  as 
such  by  this  meeting: 

WHEREAS  the  Town  of  Pittsfield,  N.H.  has  received 
the  final  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM)  established  by 
the  Federal  Insurance  Administration,  effective  January  3, 
1978. 

WHEREAS  the  Section  1910.3(d)  of  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Act  of  1968,  as  amended  requires  that  an 
enforceable  flood  plain  management  measures  be  adopted  by 
the  community  which  received  a  FIRM  within  six  months  of 
it's  receipt. 

WHEREAS  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  has  an  enforceable 
flood  Area  Ordinance  which  constitutes  a  flood  plain 
management  measures  as  defined  by  the  FIA  although 
deficient  in  some  detailed  definitions  thus  constituting  a 
technical  non-complience  with  the  federal  regulations,  and 

WHEREAS  such  non-complience  would  cause  undue 
hardship  to  a  certain  segment  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Pittsfield. 
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THEREFORE  be  it  resolved  that  we,  the  Selectmen  of 
the  Town  of  Pittsfield  agree  and  adopt  the  following  as 
correct  interpretations  of  the  Pittsfield  Flood  Area  Ordin- 
ance, hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Ordinance,  with  the 
intention  of  making  the  enforceable  contents  of  the 
Ordinance  consistent  with  the  detailed  requirements  of  the 
Section  1910.3(d). 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  resolution  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Town  at 
which  time  a  warrant  article  shall  be  introduced  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  endorse  and  ratify  the  contents  of  this  resolution. 

1.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  when  interpret- 
ing the  contents  of  the  Ordinance: 

Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard:  means  the  land  in  the  flood 
plain  within  a  community  subject  to  a  one  percent  or  greater 
chance  of  flooding  in  any  one  given  year. 
Development:  means  any  man-made  change  to  improved  or 
unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to 
buildings  or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling, 
grading,  paving,  excavation  or  drilling  operations  located 
within  the  area  of  special  flood  hazard. 
Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM):  means  the  official  map  on 
which  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  has  delineated 
both  the  areas  of  special  flood  hazard  and  the  risk  premium 
zones  applicable  to  the  community. 

Flood  Insurance  Study:  means  the  official  report  provided  by 
the  Federal  Ins.  Admin,  that  includes  flood  profiles,  the 
Flood  Boundary-Floodway  Map,  and  the  water  surface 
elevation  of  the  base  flood. 

Floodway:  means  the  channel  of  a  river  or  other  watercourse 
and  the  adjacent  land  areas  that  must  be  reserved  in  order  to 
discharge  the  base  flood  without  cumulatively  increasing  the 
water  surface  elevation  more  than  one  foot. 
Substantial  Improvement:  means  any  repair,  reconstruction 
or  improvement  of  a  structure,  the  const  of  which  equals  or 
exceeds  50  percent  of  the  market  value  of  the  structure 
either: 

(1)  before  the  improvement  or  repair  is  started,  or 

(2)  if  the  structure  has  been  damaged  and  is  being 
restored,  before  the  damage  occurred.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  definition  "Substantial  improvement"  is  considered  to 


occur  when  the  first  alteration  of  any  wall,  ceiling,  floor  or 
other  structural  part  of  the  building  commences,  whether  or 
not  that  alteration  affects  the  external  dimensions  of  the 
structure. 

The  term  does  not,  however,  include  either: 

(1)  any  project  for  improvement  of  a  structure  to 
comply  with  existing  state  or  local  health,  sanitary  or  safety 
code  specifications  which  are  solely  necessary  to  assure  safe 
living  conditions,  or 

(2)  any  alteration  of  a  structure  listed  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places  or  State  Inventory  of 
Historic  Place. 

2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review,  in  addition  to 
applications  for  the  activities  specifically  listed  in  the 
Ordinance,  applications  for  alterations  of  soil  and  topograph- 
ical land  features  even  when  no  buildings  or  structures  are 
involved. 

3.  The  Area  of  Special  Flood  Hazard  shall  include  all  the 
area  designated  as  1A  in  the  FIRM  and  other  areas 
designated  as  the  special  study  area  and  having  an  elevation 
above  the  mean  sea  level  of  460  feet  or  lower,  according  to 
the  USC&GS  survey  map. 

4.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  proposed 
development  within  the  Special  Flood  Hazard  area  to  assure 
that  all  necessary  permits  have  ben  received  from  those 
governmental  agencies  from  which  approval  is  required  by 
the  Federal  or  State  law,  including  Sec.  404  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  Amended  1972,  33  USC,  1334. 

5.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  require  the  record  of  any 
floodproof  measures  incorporated  into  construction  within 
the  Special  Flood  Hazard  Area  and  shall  maintain  such 
records. 

6.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  notify,  in  reverine 
situations,  adjacent  communities  and  the  State  Coordinating 
Office  prior  to  any  alteration  or  relocation  of  a  watercourse 
and  submit  copies  of  such  notifications  to  the  FIA  Admin. 

7.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  ascertain  that  the  flood 
carrying  capacity  withing  the  altered  or  relocated  portion  of 
any  watercourse  is  maingained. 

8.  The  word  "may  be"  in  the  first  line  of  the  article  4  of 
the  Ordinance  shall  be  corrected  to  read  "shall  be". 
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9.  Add  at  the  end  of  the  article  4  a  new  paragraph  as 
follows:  (m)  On-site  waste  disposal  systems  shall  be  located 
to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or  contamination  from  them 
during  flooding. 

10.  Delete  the  Paragraph  4  (a)  and  substitute  the 
following:  4(a)  All  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements  to  structures  located  within  Zones  Al-30  on 
the  FIRM  shall  have  the  lowest  floor,  including  basement, 
elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood  level  of  the  one  hundred 
year  storm.  Non  residential  structures,  together  with 
attendant  utility  and  sanitary  facilities,  may  be  designed  so 
that  below  the  base  flood  level  the  structure  is  watertight 
with  walls  substantially  impermeable  to  the  passage  of  flood 
water  and  with  structural  components  having  the  capability 
of  resisting  hydrostatic  and  hydrodynamic  loads  and  effect  of 
bouyancy,  in  lieu  of  complying  with  the  above  requirement. 

11.  Revise  par.  4(c)  to  read:  4(c)  Structures,  including 
mobilehomes,  shall  be  firmly  anchored  to  resist  floatation 
and  lateral  movement.  Further  all  mobile  homes  to  be  placed 
with  Zone  A  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  floatation,  collapse, 
or  lateral  movement  by  providing  over-the-top  and  frame  ties 
to  ground  anchors. 

12.  It  shall  be  required  that  within  Zones  Al-30  on  the 
FIRM  for  new  mobilehome  parks,  for  expansions  to  existing 
mobilehome  parks,  and  for  existing  mobilehome  parks  where 
the  repair,  reconstruction  or  improvement  of  the  streets, 
utilities  and  pads  equals  or  exceeds  50%  of  the  value  of  the 
streets,  utilities  and  pads  before  the  repair,  reconstruction  or 
improvement  has  commenced,  that  (1)  stands  or  lots  are 
elevated  on  compacted  fill  or  on  pilings  so  that  the  lowest 
floor  of  the  mobilehome  will  be  at  or  above  the  base  flood 
level,  (2)  adequate  surface  drainage  and  access  for  a  hauler 
are  provided  and  (3)  in  the  instance  of  elevation  on  pilings, 
lots  are  large  enough  to  permit  steps,  piling  foundations  are 
placed  in  stable  soil  no  more  than  ten  feet  apart,  and 
reinforcement  is  provided  for  pilings  more  than  six  feet 
above  the  ground  level. 

13.  It  shall  be  required  that  for  all  mobilehomes  to  be 
placed  within  Zones  Al-30  on  the  FIRM,  but  not  into  a 
mobilehome  park  that  (1)  stands  or  lots  are  elevated  on 
compacted  fill  or  on  pilings  so  that  the  lowest  floor  of  the 
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mobilehome  will  be  at  or  above  the  base  flood  level,  (2) 
adequate  surface  drainage  and  access  for  a  hauler  are 
provided  and  (3)  in  the  instance  of  elevation  on  pilings,  lots 
are  large  enough  to  permit  steps,  piling  foundations  are 
placed  in  stable  soil  no  more  than  10  feet  apart,  and 
reinforcement  is  provided  for  piers  more  than  six  feet  above 
ground  level. 

14.  Placement  of  any  mobilehomes,  except  in  an  existing 
mobilehome  park,  within  the  adopted  regulatory  floodway 
shall  be  prohibited. 

15.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  subdivision 
proposals  and  other  proposed  new  development  to  determine 
whether  such  proposals  will  be  reasonably  safe  from 
flooding.  If  a  subdivision  proposal  or  other  proposed  new 
development  is  in  a  flood-prone  area,  any  such  proposals 
shall  be  reviewed  to  assure  that  (1)  all  such  proposals  are 
consistent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood  damage  within  the 
flood-prone  area,  (2)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as 
sewer,  gas,  electrical  and  water  systems  are  located  and 
constructed  to  minimize  or  elimiate  flood  damage  and  (3) 
adequate  drainage  is  provided  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood 
hazards. 

16.  It  shall  be  required  that  where  floodproofing  is 
utilized  for  a  particular  structure  in  accordance  with  par.  (c) 
(3)  and  (c)  (8)  of  1910.3c4  or  (b)  (3)  of  1910.6  a  registered 
professional  engineer  or  architect  shall  certify  that  the 
floodproofing  methods  are  adequate  to  withstand  the  flood 
depts,  pressures,  velocities,  impact  and  uplift  forces  and 
other  factors  associated  with  the  base  flood  and  a  record  of 
such  certification  indicating  the  specific  elevation  in  relation 
to  mean  sea  level  to  which  such  structures  are  rloodproofed 
shall  be  maintained  with  the  official  designated  by  the 
community  under  1900.22  (a)  (9). 

17.  Enroachments,  including  fill,  new  construction, 
substantial  improvements  and  other  development  within  the 
adopted  regulatory  floodway  that  would  result  in  any 
increase  in  flood  levels  within  the  community  during  the 
occurance  of  the  base  flood  discharge  shall  be  prohibited. 

18.  Until  such  time  as  the  Town  adopts  formal 
procedure,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  sole 
responsibility  and  authority  to  review  and  grant  variences

and  exceptions.  In  granting  such  variences  and  exceptions, 
the  primary  intent  of  the  Ordinance  shall  be  preserved  to  the 
extent  that  such  variences  and  exceptions  will  not  create 
danger  from  flood  to  human  lives  or  properties.

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.  (Polls  shall  be  open  at  10:00  A.M.  and  not  close 
before  6:00  P.M.) 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  to  postpone  the 
reading  of  the  balance  of  the  warrant  until  the  evening 
meeting  at  8:00  P.M.  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium. 

The  polls  were  closed  by  the  Moderator  at  6:02  P.M.  with 
the  results  of  the  voting  as  follows:  561  total  ballots  cast  and 
counted.

Moderator  then  announced  that  anyone  wishing  to  be 
heard  on  an  article  should  first  stand  and  state  their  name. 
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Article  #2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $47,000.00  as  Pittsfield's  share  for  rebuilding  of  the  bridge 
on  Websters  Mills  Road  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
pay  for  same  with  serial  notes  over  a  period  of  five  years. 

John  Teague  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read. 
Duly  seconded. 

Elsie  Morse  —  Does  this  appear  in  Chichester's  warrant 
this  year? 

Lester  Emerson  —  This  article  may  not  appear  in 
Chichester's  warrant  this  year.  The  reason  being  that  before 
our  reassessment  the  State  equalization  value  brought  our 
share  to  $47,000.00  and  Chichester  at  $53,000.00.  Of  course, 
since  our  reassessment  this  figure  will  change  drastically  in 
the  other  direction.  Because  of  these  figures  Chichester  was 
reluctant  to  include  it  in  their  warrant,  but  Pittsfield 
Selectmen  felt  that  it  should  be  included  in  our  warrant  to 
show  our  Town's  intention  in  case  of  an  accident. 

Elsie  Morse  —  If  Chichester  does  not  raise  the  money,  will 
the  bridge  be  built  this  yeai? 

Lester  Emerson  —  The  total  cost  of  the  bridge  is 
$300,000.00  with  the  State  paying  $200,000.00,  sO  if 
Chichester  doesn't  vote  their  portion  the  bridge  would  not  be 
built  in  1978.  Even  though  there  is  a  chance  that  the  bridge 
won't  be  built  this  year,  the  Selectmen  would  like  a  vote  that 
the  Town  would  be  willing  to  go  along  with  it. 

Wally  Andreson  —  Why  don't  the  Selectmen  of  Pittsfield 
and  Chichester  get  together  and  decide  whether  it  is  going  to 
be  voted  on  in  both  towns?  If  we  do  agree  on  it,  what  happens 
to  the  money  if  Chichester  doesn't  vote  on  it? 

Gordon  Weldon  —  If  we  vote  in  th  affirmative  we  are 
protecting  ourselves  so  that  we  won't  be  liable  for  an 
accident  should  one  occur  on  the  bridge.  If  the  money  is  not 
spent  on  the  bridge,  there  will  be  no  impact  on  the  tax  rate. 
The  next  article  allows  us  not  to  act  should  Chichester  not 
vote  affirmative.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #3.  If  action  on  the  above  Article  #2  is  affirmative,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  above  action  contingent 
on  shares  to  be  received  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Town  of  Chichester  for  construction  of  the  bridge. 

Don  Bergeron  moved  the  article  as  read  and  John  Teague 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 
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Article  #4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund, 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972,  the  sum  of  Twenty  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($25,000.00)  to  apply  toward  the  purchase  of  a  Clark 
Austin-Western  (Pacer  301)  Grader. 

John  Teague  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Elliot  Towle 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectment  to 
raise  the  sum  of  $26,454.00  with  five  annual  serial  notes  to 
pay  the  balance  on  the  new  Grader  (Total  $91,868.00, 
allowance  on  trade-in  $40,414.00,  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
$25,000.00,  $26,454.00  serial  notes). 

Don  Bergeron  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read 
and  John  Teague  seconded.  Motion  carried. 
Article  #6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  252  amended  as 
they  deem  necessary.  This  statue  pertains  to  the  construction 
managing  and  maintaining  the  Town  of  Pittsfield's  sewage 
and  storm  water  system. 

Gordon  Weldon  moved  to  amend  the  article  as  read  "To 
see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  252  as 
amended.  This  statue  pertains  to  the  construction  managing 
and  maintaining  the  Town  of  Pittsfield's  sewage  and  storm 
water  system."  Amended  motion  duly  seconded  and  voted 
affirmative. 

Article  #7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  favorably  to  accept  the 
following:  "Be  it  resolved  by  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  that  the 
New  Hampshire  Housing  Commision  be  and  is  authorized  to 
operate  in  the  Town  of  Pittsfield,  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire;  that  said  New  Hampshire  Housing  Commission 
is  authorized  to  sponsor  a  project  for  elderly  persons  under 
Section  8  of  the  U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937  as  amended,  for 
any  of  the  following  accomodations  or  a  combination  therof : 
(a)  existing  standard  housing  10  dwelling  units;  (b) 
substantially  rehabilitated  housing  0  dwelling  units;  (c) 
newly  constructed  housing  40  dwelling  units;  the  total 
amount  of  the  foregoing  not  to  exceed  50  dwelling  units." 

Don  Bergeron  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Arnold  Wells 
seconded. 

Henry  Stapleton  —  Would  you  explain  Section  8  of  the 
U.S.  Housing  Act  of  1937  as  amended? 
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John  Campbell  —  The  elderly  only  have  to  pay  25%  of 
their  monthly  income  for  rent.  Remainder  is  subsidized  by 
Federal  Government. 

Mary  Siel  —  Why  was  this  article  put  in  the  warrant  and  is 
the  Town  proposing  to  construct  a  housing  complex? 

Lester  Emerson  —  This  was  put  in  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
N.H.  Housing  Commission  to  help  elderly  people  with  low 
income.  There  was  talk  of  building  some  new  units  at  this 
time  but  the  federal  grant  for  new  construction  has  been  used 
up  for  this  year.  The  article  as  it  is  written  will  make  it 
possible  for  10  housing  units  now  in  existence  to  be  brought 
up  to  a  standard  which  the  government  requires  to  benefit 
elderly  people  who  are  forced  to  give  up  their  homes  due  to 
health,  taxes,  etc.  They  have  to  go  somewhere  and  maybe  we 
can  take  care  of  a  few  of  them  right  here  in  Pittsfield.  Maybe 
next  year  we  will  be  able  to  get  a  grant  for  new  construction. 

Don  Bergeron  —  I  understand  that  there  is  a  local 
contractor  who  is  interested  in  putting  these  units  up. 

Elliot  Towle  —  Why  does  it  have  to  be  an  affirmative  vote 
from  the  Town? 

Lester  Emerson  —  In  order  to  be  able  to  apply  for  the 
money  to  accomplish  these  renovations  and  new  construc- 
tion, it  must  be  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  Town. 

Elliot  Towle  —  Are  these  units  to  be  renovated  privately 
owned? 

Lester  Emerson  —  Yes.  for  existing  renovated  units,  and 
the  new  units  that  have  been  proposed  by  a  local  contractor 
will  be  owned  privately.  The  project  has  to  be  approved  by 
the  federal  government,  and  the  Town  has  to  vote 
affirmatively  before  it  would  be  eligible  for  federal 
assistance. 

Bill  Pethic  —  Since  the  federal  government  will  have  to  act 
and  vote  on  any  units  that  might  come  into  the  community, 
do  we  have  a  right  to  approve  or  disapprove?  Also,  what 
control  do  we  as  a  Town  have  as  far  as  sewer  and  water 
mains,  etc.  are  concerned? 

Lester  Emerson  —  It  will  be  controlled  by  the  N.H. 
Housing  Commission,  but  is  strictly  for  elderly  and  will  not 
burden  our  schools.  Additional  asset  as  taxable  property. 

Elliot  Towle  —  Does  the  Town  have  any  say  as  far  as 
location  goes? 
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Lester  Emerson  —  Only  say  would  be  if  it  meets 
specifications  of  N.H.  Housing  Commission  controlled  by 
Federal  Government.  As  long  as  it  meets  standards  it  could 
be  erected  anywhere.  A  parcel  has  been  located,  but  I'm  not 
sure  at  this  time  if  it  has  been  purchased. 

Discussion  continued  with  the  main  concern  being  the 
location  and  the  cost  to  the  Town  if  they  have  to  put  in  new 
sewer  and  water  lines  if  the  new  complex  was  not  serviced  by 
public  utilities. 

Moderator  recognized  Attorney  Greenhalge  who  read  the 

powers  and  duties  of  the  N.H.  Housing  Commssion. 
Primarily  they  act  as  a  go-between,  between  federal,  state, 
and  local  governments  in  regard  to  housing  to  be  federally 
funded,  etc. 

Moderator  called  for  a  vote  and  the  voice  vote  was 
questionable  so  a  show  of  hands  was  requested.  Motion 
carried. 

article  #8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Eight 


Article  #8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Ninety 
Eight  Dollars  (4,998.00)  for  the  support  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Barnsted  Ambulane  Service.  (Entered  without  reccommen- 
dation  of  the  Budget  Committee). 

John  Perkins  moved  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  duly 
seconded. 

Gordon  Weldon  —  Would  the  chairman  of  the  Budget 
Committee  explain  the  action  of  the  Budget  Committee  on 
this  article? 

John  Teague  —  The  Budget  Committee  continues  to  feel 
that  the  Barnstead  Ambulance  committee  should  substan- 
tiate their  requests  for  specific  amounts.  The  Budget 
Committee  feels  that  it  is  setting  a  bad  precedent  not  having 
more  information  as  to  other  sources  of  income,  etc.  The 
$4,998.00  is  to  be  allocated  towards  the  staff.  Since  this  was 
the  only  information  the  Barnstead  Ambulance  Committee 
was  willing  to  divulge,  and  since  the  Budget  Committee 
spent  considerable  time  discussing  this  article  without 
coming  to  any  definite  conclusions,  it  was  felt  it  should  be  left 
up  to  the  Town's  people  to  decide  for  themselves  if  they  still 
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want  the  services  of  the  ambulance. 

Dr.  Argue  —  I  think  the  question  before  us  is  do  we  really 
want  the  ambulance?  I  move  the  question.  Motion  carried. 
Article  #9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  to 
prepare  for  Town  maintenance  a  section  of  road  called 
Thompson  or  Johnson  Road  for  the  distance  of  1800  feet  from 
the  present  end  of  maintenance  at  the  Emerson  property  and 
residence  on  said  road.  (Not  recmmended  by  the  Budget 
Committee). 

Bernard  Mitchell  moved  the  article  as  read  and  James 
Bond  seconded. 

Floyd  Carson  —  This  article  was  voted  last  year  without  a 
money  figure.  He  then  read  a  copy  of  a  letter  the  Selectmen 
mailed  to  Bernard  Mitchell  dated  June  9,  1977  stating  that 
they  felt  that  the  Town  could  absorb  about  $1500.00  to  open 
this  road.  After  checking  the  road  further  they  found  that  the 
figure  of  $1,500.00  was  an  underestimate  and  would  be  about 
$5,000.00  which  the  Selectmen  felt  was  too  high. In  the  letter 
they  asked  Mr.  Mitchell  for  a  copy  of  his  plans  showing  the 
size  of  house  he  was  going  to  build,  a  letter  from  the  bank 
that  a  construction  loan  had  been  approved,  and  the  state 
approved  plan  for  the  septic  system.  This  is  a  Class  6 
highway  so  we  cannot  use  state  funds.  The  Selectmen  never 
received  a  response  from  Mr.  Mitchell  to  their  letter. 

John  Barto  —  Can  we  have  a  ruling  if  we  can  raise  any 
money  under  this  article  because  it  was  not  recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee. 

Attorney  Greenhalge  —  Can't  raise  money  under  this 
article,  but  under  the  highway  general  maintenance  applying 
the  10%  ruling. 

Motion  failed. 
Article  #10.  If  action  of  the  above  Article  9  is  not  affirmative, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  above  mentioned 
section  of  Thompson  or  Johnson  Road  subject  to  gates  or 
bars. 

Vernon  LeDuc  moved  the  article  as  read  and  John  Teague 
seconded. 

Bernard  Mitchell  —  There  is  a  man  now  living  on  that  road 
—  how  does  he  get  in  and  out  if  the  road  is  closed. 

Floyd  Carson  —  This  is  a  Class  6  highway  —  you  can  use 
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the  road  but  the  Town  is  not  liable  to  maintain  it.  Motion 

carried. 

Article  #11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will   authorize  the   Fire 

Department  to  join  the  Capital  Area  Mutual  Aid  Compact 

and  Dispatch  Service. 

Fred  Hast  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Bob  Feeny 
seconded. 

Don  Bergeron  asked  for  an  explanation. 

Fred  Hast  explained  that  this  would  give  the  Town  the 
services  of  a  professional  dispatcher  24  hours  a  day.  At 
present,  the  phones  are  not  staffed  during  a  fire.  This 
dispatcher  would  automatically  call  mutual  aid.  We  have 
been  approached  in  the  years  past  to  join  but  felt  the  money 
they  were  asking  would  not  offset  our  benefits.  However,  the 
cost  has  been  going  down  each  year  and  for  this  year  it  would 
be  $997.00  and  the  same  for  next  year.  In  1980  we  will  have 
to  pay  according  to  the  valuation  of  the  Town.  Our  cost  at 
present  to  operate  an  answering  service  and  red  phone  is 
$950.00.  Chief  Hast  commended  the  present  dispatcher  for 
her  fine  work  for  the  past  10-12  years. 

Question  was  raised  as  to  insurance  break. 

Fred  Hast  —  The  Underwriters  are  in  the  area  and  they  are 
going  to  try  and  set  up  an  insurance  break  within  5  miles  of 
the  station.  There  is  a  possibility  that  if  we  join  this  service 
we  will  get  an  insurance  break.  Motion  carried. 
Article  #12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell,  rent  or  lease  any  or  all  property  acquired 
by  Tax  Collector's  Deeds,  or  any  other  source,  and  to 
administer  said  property  as  they  deem  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town. 

John  Teague  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Elliot  Towle 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  contract  for  and  accept  aid  relative  to  disasters 
should  they  occur  in  the  future. 

Paul  Metcalf  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Bob  Feeny 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
Thirteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Eighty  Five  Dollars  and  37 
cents  ($13,585.37)  received  as  donation  toward  the  purchase 
of  a  new  fire  truck.  Also,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
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future  donations  which  have  been  pledged  toward  the 
purchase  of  the  fire  truck. 

Gordon  Weldon  —  Where  is  the  warrant  article  relative  to 
the  fire  truck? 

Lester  Emerson  —  Due  to  the  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
Selectmen  we  did  not  get  an  article  in  the  warrant,  but  the 
amount  is  included  in  the  budget  as  serial  notes  for  5  years  to 
cover  the  balance.  Pledges  are  coming  in  and  there  will  be 
about  $71,000.00  total  over  the  next  5  years. 

Wally  Andreson  —  Is  this  legal  to  do  this? 

Atty.  Greenhalge  —  Under  RSA  35  —  you  will  need  a  2/3 
vote  of  those  voters  present,  since  it  was  voted  at  last  year's 
meeting  to  put  $20,000.00  in  capital  reserve  for  this  purpose. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  #15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  1978  taxes,  the 
same  to  be  repaid  with  that  year's  levy. 

Elliot  Towle  moved  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  duly 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax 
Collector  to  accept  payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes 
according  to  RSA  80:52-a. 

Elliot  Towle  moved  the  article  as  read  and  John  Teague 
seconded.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #17.  We  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of 
Pittsfield  request  that  the  following  article,  "to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $430.71 
for  the  continuation  of  services  to  the  low-income  and  elderly 
residents  of  Pittsfield  through  the  Suncook  Area  Center  of 
The  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap-Merrimack  Coun- 
ties, Inc.",  be  placed  on  the  1978  Town  Warrant.  (Submitted 
by  Petition) 

Ed  Hall  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Ed  Drake  seconded. 

John  Teague  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Budget  Committee 
commenting  that  they  were  very  impressed  with  the  amount 
of  services  the  town  of  Pittsfield  is  receiving.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  #18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vot  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sums  of  money  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee  to  defray  Town  expenses  for  the  year  ensuing  or 
pass  any  motion  related  thereto. 
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John  Teague  made  a  motion  that  we  accept  the  figure  of 
$785,103.22.  Chester  Francis  seconded.  This  amount 
represents  the  budget  figure  of  $780,105.22  plus  the 
$4,998.00  voted  under  Article  #8. 

Discussion  regarding  the  $47,000,  for  the  bridge  on 
Websters  Mills  Road  was  brought  up  again.  It  was  explained 
that  even  though  we  have  agreed  to  raise  the  money  for  our 
portion,  if  Chichester  doesn't  vote  on  it  it  will  never  appear 
on  our  tax  rate  as  an  expenditure. 

Question  was  raised  if  we  need  a  2/3  vote  for  the  fire  truck 
doesn't  this  apply  also  to  the  bridge,  grader,  and  incinerator? 

Under  Article  #5  it  was  a  unanimous  vote  for  the  grader. 
The  incinerator  was  authorized  in  August  so  it  doesn't  have 
to  be  a  2/3  vote  tonight.  Motion  unanimously  carried. 
Article  #19.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Pittsfield,  respectfully  petition  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Town  of  Pittsfield  1978  to  act  on  the  following: 
"Because  of  the  ever  increasing  complexity  of  effectively 
managing  the  affairs  of  Town  Government  —  To  study 
alternative  methods  of  improving  the  system  of  town 
management  for  the  Town  of  Pittsfield,  and  to  authorize  the 
Town  Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  persons  to 
make  such  a  study  and  report  not  later  than  the  Town 
Meeting  of  1979."  (Submitted  by  Petition) 

Henry  Stapleton  moved  the  article  as  read  and  Bob  Feeny 
seconded. 

Gordon  Weldon  asked  the  Moderator  to  read  the  names  on 
the  petition.  Motion  carried. 

Article  #20.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Pittsfield  respectfully  petition  "the  Town  of 
Pittsfield  to  vote  and  to  send  a  letter  to  the  General  Court 
urging  the  court  to  pass  legislation  that  would  prohibit 
utilities  from  including  in  their  customer  rates  financing 
charges  for  facilities  not  actually  able  to  provide  service." 
(Submitted  by  Petition) 

The  Moderator  read  the  names  on  the  petition. 

Don  Bergeron  —  Realizing  the  controversary  of  this  article 
—  I  move  that  it  be  tabled  indefinitely. 

Since  the  Moderator  rules  there  could  be  no  further 
discussion  on  an  article  that  had  been  tabled  —  Don 
Bergeron  withdrew  his  motion  to  table. 
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Don  Bergeron  explained  his  feelings  as  to  why  it  is 
necessary  to  charge  for  Construction  Work  in  Progress.  He 
feels  that  if  the  utilities  are  prohibited  from  including  in  their 
rates  financing  charges  for  CWIP  that  the  present  work  at 
Seabrook  will  be  halted,  and  it  will  definitely  effect  our  future 
electricity  very  seriously. 

Elizabeth  Allen  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners.  She 
read  a  prepared  statement  which  stated  that  they  felt  it 
grossly  unfair  to  allow  public  utilities  to  continue  to  charge 
people  for  a  facility  that  cannot  provide  any  services. 

A  heated  debate  followed  and  finally  John  Argue  made  a 
motion  to  table  this  article.  Don  Bergeron  seconded.  Voice 
vote  was  questionable  and  a  show  of  hands  vote  carried  with 
108  in  favor.

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PITTSFIELD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  saw  a  big  change  in  the  Fire  Department  when  in 
July  we  joined  the  Capitol  Area  Compact.  We  are  now 
centrally  dispatched  from  Concord,  where  for  many  years  our 
red  phone  was  answered  locally  by  Ruth  Lank.  Her  years  of 
devoted  service  were  greatly  appreciated,  and  this  year  she 
was  honored  and  given  a  plaque  at  the  departments  annual 
Christmas  party. 

Total  alarms  answered  for  1978  were  119  with  52  being 
Rescue  calls. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  had  many  training  sessions  and 
meetings  this  year  and  some  will  be  taking  an  EMT  course  in 
1979.  Our  members  are  also  working  with  the  Barnstead 
Ambulance  Crew.  Fund  raising  events  were  held  during  the 
year  with  proceeds  going  toward  a  Rescue  Vehicle  which  will 
be  purchased  in  the  near  future.  They  are  doing  a  most 
admirable  job  and  are  an  asset  to  our  department. 
1978  saw  the  passing  of  two  former  Fire  Department 
members.  Edward  Genest  who  served  as  Deputy  Chief  and 
Clarence  Robie  as  Chief.  These  men  gave  many  years  of 
service  to  our  town  and  will  be  greatly  missed.  The 
department  wishes  to  thank  the  families  of  Ed  and  Clarence 
for  making  us  the  recipients  of  many  donations  and  to  all  of 
you  who  gave  so  generously.  The  money  will  be  used  toward 
equipment  for  our  new  Fire  Truck  which  will  be  delivered 
sometime  during  1979. 

Firefighting  Classes  sponsored  by  the  Lakes  Region 
Mutual  Aid  and  the  N.H.  Fire  Chiefs  Association  were 
attended  by  some  of  our  members  along  with  our  training 
sessions  and  those  with  the  Concord  Compact. 

Our  goal  is  to  become  as  an  efficient  department  as 
possible.  To  help  this,  six  portable  radios  were  purchased 
from  the  proceeds  of  our  two  annual  raffles.  Reports  from  the 
fire  scene  are  greatly  improved  by  the  use  of  these  radios. 

Firefighting  can  be  a  very  rewarding  as  well  as  a  very 
trying  experience.  The  loss  of  life  and  property  is  not 
pleasant,  however  it  happens.  That's  why  we  are  here.  If  you 
would  care  to  join  us  please  get  in  contact  with  the 
department.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program 
that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the 
state  and  local  community  governments  have  worked 
together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 
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Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,000  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State 
Forester  to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire 
staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one  half  the 
cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest 
fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds 
are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to 
train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 
year  or  both.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Dr.  Forrest  B.  Argue  Memorial  Swimming  Pool  was 
open  during  the  summer  of  1978  for  ten  weeks.  John  Flynn 
Jr.  and  Linda  Simoneau  gave  instruction  and  were  life  guards 
with  Lorinda  Flynn  as  ticket  attender. 

The  Bath  houses  were  painted  inside  and  new  doors  were 
installed  and  a  partition  was  put  up  in  the  boys  house;  a  new 
gate  was  also  installed.  All  the  money  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
pool  and  buildings  was  raised  by  the  Citizen  of  the  Year 
Dance. 

Free  swimming  lessons  were  offered  to  beginners; 
advanced  beginners;  intermediate  and  swimmers.  A  Junior 
Life  saving  course  was  given  by  John  Flynn  Jr.  The  season 
ended  with  the  Annual  Pool  Day  with  games,  contests  and  a 
watermelon  game.  Certificates  were  given  out.  Gary 
Chagnon  and  Jenny  Dunne  were  Mr.  and  Miss  Pool  for  1978. 
A  float  decorated  by  John,  Linda  and  the  children  of  the  pool 
was  entered  into  the  Old  Home  Day  Parade. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  sewer  project  has  been  in  process  for  a  long  time. 

March  9,  1965  Town  Meeting;  $11,200  was  voted  to  pay 
the  cost  of  an  engineering  study  and  report  on  a  sewage 
disposal  system  for  the  town. 

March  12,  1968  Town  Meeting;  $65,000  was  voted  to  pay 
the  cost  of  construction  plans  and  survey  necessary  for  the 
sewage  disposal  plant  recommended  in  the  finished 
preliminary  plan  and  to  employ  competent  engineers  to  make 
these  plans. 

March  1974  Town  Meeting;  $75,000  was  voted  to  allow 
final  plan  modification  for  separation  of  storm  and  sewage 
systems  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  alone.  This  modifica- 
tion, allowed  by  agencies  involved,  reduced  the  scope  of  the 
proposed  treatment  center  greatly  and  of  course  the  final 
contruction  cost  is  much  lower  than  originally  projected. 

March  4,  1975  Town  Meeting;  it  was  voted  to  defer  and 
adjourn  consideration  until  April  8,  1975  on  the  sewage 
disposal  system  bond  issue  of  $1,249,000. 

April  8,  1975;  the  sewage  disposal  system  bond  issue  of 
$1,249,000  was  voted.  The  State  and  Federal  Government 
pay  95%  of  the  construction  costs  and  Pittsfield  pays  5%. 

Much  credit  must  be  given  to  Gordon  Weldon  who  has 
been  with  the  project  from  the  start  and  is  our  managing 
agent  for  the  project.  The  project  is  about  94% completed 
with  the  Treatment  Plant  in  full  operation  presently. 

Our  new  incinerator  has  given  us  a  few  operational  and 
financial  headaches  with  which  our  committee  of  the  four 
towns  has  struggled.  A  new  compactor  has  been  installed  to 
help  take  care  of  the  overload,  especially  the  cans  and 
bottles.  The  capital  investment  and  the  cost  of  operation  are 
rather  staggering  but  that  apparently  comes  with  progress. 

Vaughn  Siel,  our  former  Police  Chief,  resigned  after 
faithfully  serving  the  town  for  thirteen  years.  His  policy  was 
always  to  try  to  stop  crime  before  it  happened.  We  wish  him 
success  in  his  new  position.  James  F.  Blake,  Sr.,  former 
Deputy  Chief,  was  promoted  to  Chief  of  Police.  David  B. 
Greenwood,  Sr.,  former  Police  Chief  of  Loudon,  was  hired  as 
Deputy  Chief  of  Police  of  Pittsfield. 

The  duties  of  the  selectmen  are  becoming  more  complex 
and  time  consuming.  Many  towns  are  finding  the  need  for  a 
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specially  trained  individual  to  run  or  help  run  the  town 
government.  Pittsfield  has  had  a  committee  studying  this 
problem  and  as  a  result  we  have  an  article  in  the  Warrant 
asking  for  an  Administrative  Assistant.

ANNUAL  REPORT  — 1978 

This  year,  circulation  figures  showed  a  slight  increase  over 
1977  —  an  encouraging  sign.

Both  2nd  and  3rd  grade  classes  attended  monthly  film 
programs  and  the  3rd  grades  continued  their  weekly  Library 
visits.  4th  graders  attended  a  Reference  workshop  and  Mrs. 
Van  Horn  was  named  Celebrity-of-the-Month  by  the 
Grammer  School! 

Meetings  were  attended  in  New  Hampton,  Somersworth 
and  Franklin,  the  latter  to  discuss  the  wide-reaching  impact 
of  the  Martin  Report:  "A  Chance  for  Every  New 
Hampshirite  —  A  Revitalized  Library  Development  Pro- 
gram. "Changes  in  future  Library  service  may  well  affect 
Pittsfield  as  well  as  every  other  community,  since  the  use  of 
Bookmobiles  and  State  wide  Library  Cards  will  be 
re-evaluated  in  the  light  of  this  report.  The  findings  of  the 
N.H.  Conference  on  Library  and  Information  Services,  held 
in  September  —  as  a  prelude  to  the  White  House  Conference 
—  may  also  bring  about  changes  in  these  and  other  areas  of 
Library  service. 

Susan  Paige  Starkey  was  Acting  Librarian  during  Mrs.  Van 
Horn's  absence  in  the  summer  and  she  was  assisted  by 
Dorothy  Kelley.  Mrs.  Starkey  also  conducted  the  Summer 
Book  Sale. 

An  investment  was  made  in  a  wide  selection  of  paperback 
books  under  the  Reading  Enrichment  Company's  PEP 
Program  (Pleasing  Every  Patron)  in  the  hopes  of  appealing  to 
a  wider  number  of  teenage  readers.  Mrs.  Van  Horn  gave 
several  Book  Talks  to  town  organizations  and  supplied  films 
from  the  State  Library  for  others. 
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Carpenter  Library  was  once  again  accredited  by  the  State 
and  Mrs.  Van  Horn  completed  a  course,  "Reading  and 
Evaluating  Children's  Literature"  held  at  Plymouth  State 
College. 

The  copying  service  continues  to  be  widely  used  by  the 
people  in  town  and  the  free  paperback  exchange  also  seems 
to  fill  a  definite  need. 

The  great  American  educator  Horace  Mann  wrote, 
"Children  learn  to  read  by  being  in  the  presence  of  books." 
How  true!  Start  bringing  your  children  to  the  Library  when 
they  are  very  young  —  it  could  develop  into  a  lifelong  habit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  the  school  district,  I 
respectfully  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  State  Legislature  last  year  started  to  examine  the  role 
of  supervisory  unions  and  several  specific  pieces  of 
legislation  were  introduced  relative  to  this  subject.  The  most 
ratical  proposal  would  have  eliminated  supervisory  unions, 
school  districts,  school  boards,  and  superintendents  and 
create  a  single,  state- wide  school  district. 

Bills  of  this  nature  were  referred  to  interim  study, 
however,  similar  proposals  are  being  introduced  in  the  1979 
Legislative  Session.  A  special  committee  was  established  by 
the  New  Hampshire  School  Administrators  Association 
which  includes  representatives  from  the  House  and  Senate, 
school  board  members  from  four  supervisory  unions,  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  professional  administra- 
tors from  all  regions  of  the  state. 

Background 

Looking  back  in  history,  in  the  mid  1800's  there  were  2343 
school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  governed  by  citizen 
commissions.  Complaints  grew  concerning  the  number  of 
small  districts  which  led  an  "infinite  divisibility"  of  districts. 
A  change  took  place  in  1885  back  to  the  township  system, 
deducing  the  number  to  267  school  districts  by  the  year  1889. 
School  districts  at  this  time  relied  upon  a  superintending 
school  committee  composed  of  selected  layment.  The  first 
fulltime  superintendent  was  hired  in  1855  by  Manchester, 
soon  to  be  followed  by  other  largely  populated  areas  in  the 
state.  Authority  was  not  forthcoming  until  1899  which 
enabled  two  or  more  towns  to  join  together  in  the 
employment  of  a  professional  superintendent.  The  legisla- 
ture reacted  strongly  to  a  report  on  "Defects  in  the  System  of 
Public  Schools  in  New  Hampshire"  and  adopted  legislation 
in  1919  granting  authority  to  the  state  board  of  education  to 
set  qualifications,  certification  and  duties  for  superinten- 
dents, and  further,  placed  each  district  within  a  supervisory 
union. 

Little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  organization  design  of 
supervisory  unions  since  the  law  of  1919.  The  scope  of 
responsibilities  have  changed  considerably  over  the  last  sixty 
years. 
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Supervisory  Union  Services 

The  services  provided  by  the  superintendent  of  schools 
back  in  1919  were  identified  as: 

1.  Direct  the  work  of  all  teachers  and  janitors. 

2.  Nominate  all  teachers. 

3.  Select  and  purchase  textbooks,  apparatus  and  supplies. 

4.  Keep  records  and  make  reports  on  his  doings,  condition 
of  the  schools,  and  the  financial  standings  of  the  districts. 

5.  Remove  immoral  or  incompetent  employees. 

6.  Secure  fuel  and  other  supplies. 

7.  Admit  pupils  according  to  their  capacity  and 
attainments. 

The  present  supervisory  union  structure  was  formed  so 
that  local  school  districts  could  join  together  to  provide 
themselves  with  necessary  administrative  services  they  could 
not  furnish  efficiently  and  economically  alone.  Services  now 
provided  through  the  Superintendent's  Office  include: 

1.  Budget  preparation  and  control. 

2.  Central  purchasing. 

3.  Building  programs  and  maintenance. 

4.  State  and  Federal  record  keeping  reporting. 

5.  Recruitment  and  employment  of  all  staff. 

6.  Public  relations,  annual  reports. 

7.  Supervision  and  evaluation  of  all  staff. 

8.  Curriculum  development  and  coordination  of  school 
programs. 

9.  School  health  services. 

10.  School  lunch  programs. 

11.  Assessment  and  placement  of  handicapped  children. 

12.  Payrolls. 

13.  Negotiations  of  teachers  and  support   staff  master 
agreements. 

14.  Personnel  management. 

15.  Inservice  programs. 

16.  Staff  development. 

17.  Regulatory  and  administrative  functions  established  b\ 

the  State  Department  of  Education. 

18.  Transportation  planning  and  supervision. 

19.  Proffesional  assistance  to  each  school  board. 

20.  Educational  leadership. 

These  services  can  not  be  provided  by  one  person  and  the 
legislature  recognized  this  problem.  The  state  board  was 
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authorized  to  establish  not  only  the  position  of  the 
superintendent,  but  also  one  or  more  assistant  superinten- 
dents when  the  interests  of  the  schools  required  it.  Since 
1919,  the  state  board  also  has  been  given  the  power  to  certify 
professional  business  officials  and  teacher  consultants  for 
supervisory  unions. 

Supervisory  Union  #49 

The  supervisory  union  to  which  your  school  district  has 
been  assigned  is  known  as  the  Governor  Wentworth 
Supervisory  Union  #49.  The  office  is  located  in  Wolfboro, 
which  is  approximately  twenty-seven  miles  north  of 
Pittsfield,  twenty  miles  south  of  Moultonboro  and  twenty-two 
miles  west  of  Effingham.  There  are  four  school  districts 
assigned  to  this  supervisory  union:  Alton,  Barnstead, 
Pittsfield,  and  the  Governor  Wentworth  Regional  School 
District  consisting  of  Brookfield,  Effingham,  Moultonboro, 
New  Durham,  Ossipee,  Tuftonboro  and  Wolfboro.  Each 
school  board  meets  at  least  once  a  month,  with  serveral 
boards  meeting  twice,  or  even  more  often  during  negotiation, 
budget  preparation,  or  special  studies,  such  as  building 
expansion,  curriculum  revisions,  accountability,  etc. 

This  supervisory  union  ranks  second  from  the  top  as  to  the 
amount  of  equalized  evaluation  per  pupil  while  it  ranks 
seventeen  out  of  fifty  as  to  the  number  of  students.  The 
combined  districts  employ  205  full  time  classroom  teachers 
with  a  near  equal  number  of  support  staff  (custodians, 
cafeteria  workers,  secretaries,  teacher  aides,  bus  drivers). 
The  central  office  is  responsible  for  approximately  $6,500,00 
appropriated  by  the  four  school  districts  for  the  support  of 
schools.  There  is  also  one  building  construction  project  being 
administered  with  a  potential  of  over  ten  million  dollars  of 
construction  next  year. 

The  educational  leadership,  program  management  and 
fiscal  controls  are  provided  by  three  professional  staff 
members  —  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  and  Business  Administrator.  The 
professional  staff  is  supported  by  a  payroll  bookkeeper, 
accounts  bookkeeper,  secretary,  receptionist,  and  book- 
keeper/clerk. The  total  cost  for  the  management  system  is 
approximately  two  percent  of  the  total  amount  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  the  schools  in  the  supervisory  union.

The  Superintendent  serves 
as  the  executive  head  of  the  public  schools  and  is  repsonsible 
for  planning  and  administering  their  affairs  subject  to 
statutory  requirements,  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  the  policies  of  the  local  districts.  In 
performance  of  these  duties,  the  Superintendent  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  through  its 
Commissioner,  and  the  boards  of  the  Supervisory  Union. 
It  has  been  a  busy,  productive,  and  rewarding  year.  My 
sincere  appreciation  to  members  of  the  school  boards, 
assistance  and  cooperation  of  professional  colleagues,  and 
tne  students  and  citizens  who  have  contributed  to  the 
improvement  of  the  education  provided  for  your  youth.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  areas  to  report  on:  (1) 
Staffing;  (2)  Accountability;  and  (3)  Education  of  the 
Handicapped. 

Staffing 

Fourteen  positions  were  filled  for  the  1979-80  school  year 
including  the  High  School  Principalship  and  Title  I  Director. 
This  represents  a  turnover  rate  of  nearly  one  out  of  three 
professional  staff  members  and  is  obviously  higher  than  what 
we  would  desire.  We  are  pleased  with  the  efforts  and 
contribution  of  the  new  staff  members  and  hope  to  retain 
them  in  the  Pittsfield  District. 

Accountability 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  authorized 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  to  develop  and  implement 
Accountability  Plans  throughout  the  school  districts  of  the 
state.  This  plan  has  been  developed  to  assist  local  school 
districts  develop  systematic  planning  and  the  evaluation 
procedures  which  result  in  the  formulation  of  formal 
management  plans  for  improvement  by  June,  1981. 
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In  order  to  formulate  the  management  plan,  each  school 
district  needs  to  :  (1)  identify  expected  student  outcomes  (2) 
assess  student  performance  against  the  expected  outcomes 
(3)  report  the  result  of  the  assessment  (4)  interpret  the 
results,  and,  (5)  design  a  local  improvement  plan. 

The  Pittsfield  administration  and  instructional  staff  are 
working  with  the  other  districts  of  Supervisory  Union  #49  to 
identify  the  expected  student  outcomes  and  assessment 
procedures  in  the  subject  areas  of  English  languate  arts, 
mathematics,  United  States  history  and  government,  and 
New  Hampshire  history  and  government. 

This  project  will  require  considerable  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  professional  staff  over  the  next  two  years.  We  are 
optimistic  that  this  effort  will  be  rewarded  with  a  process  that 
will  better  enable  the  Pittsfield  School  Board  to  make 
decisions  about  program  improvements  and  allocation  its 
available  resources. 

Education  of  the  Handicapped 

On  November  25,  1975,  President  Ford  signed  into  law  the 
Education  for  All  Handicapped  Children  Act,  P.L.  94-142. 
The  basic  provisions  of  the  act  are  as  follows: 

(1)  To  insure  that  all  handicapped  children  have  available 
to  them  a  free  appropriate  public  education  which  includes 
special  education  and  related  services  to  meet  their  unique 
needs. 

(2)  To  insure  that  the  rights  of  handicapped  children  and 
their  parents  are  protected. 

Pittsfield  has  placed  considerable  emphasis  on  making 
improvements  in  its  programs  in  order  that  the  educational 
needs  of  handicapped  students  are  being  met.  To  do  this,  the 
following  services  have  been  added:  speech  therapy, 
learning  disabilities,  and  diagnostic  prescriptive  services 
from  the  Spaulding  Youth  Center. 

The  School  Board  has,  at  times,  been  hard  pressed  to  find 
the  resources  to  make  the  necessary  improvements.  These 
efforts  are  beginning  to  pay  off,  however,  as  out  of  district 
costs  are  decreasing  in  direct  ratio  to  the  addition  of  new 
services  to  the  school  district. During  the  next  few  years, 
additional  services  will  need  to  be  provided,  especially  at  the 
secondary  school  level.  The  School  Board  Members  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  support  and  understanding  of  these 
very  complex  issues. 
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It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  support  and 
cooperation  of  the  Pittsfield  School  Board,  Principals, 
Fortado  and  Knowlton,  and  the  School  Faculty.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  the  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectfully 
submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the 
Pittsfield  Schools. 

The  academic  year  began  on  September  6th  with  a  total  of 
708  students  enrolled.  Enrollment  in  Grades  1  through  6 
decreased  to  289  while  grades  7  through  12  increased  to  419. 

Ten  teachers  have  joined  our  staff.  They  are  Mrs.  Judith 
Landry,  Grade  1;  Mrs.  Donna  Downie,  Grade  5;  Mr.  Charles 
Downie,  Grade  5;  Miss  Rebecca  Hackman,  Grade  6;  Mrs. 
Jeanne  Bishop,  Business  Education;  Mr.  Dwight  Blake, 
Industrial  Arts;  Mr.  Duncan  Campbell,  Science;  Mrs.  Ola 
Cross,  English;  Mrs.  James  Cunningham,  Social  Studies; 
Ms.  Mary-Ellen  Kimball,  Speech  Therapist  and  Ms.  Mary 
Jennings,  Learning  Disablities. 

In  September  we  began  groundwork  for  the  reaccreditation 
of  the  high  school  with  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  In  preparation  for  the  Visitation 
Committee  from  NEASC  who  will  be  visiting  the  high  school 
in  May  of  1980,  we  have  started  the  necessary  self- study  of 
our  school,  students,  staff,  administration,  and  curriculum. 
This  process  will  serve  to  improve  our  efficiency  and 
effectiveness. 

Some  welcomed  renovations  were  completed  in  the  school 
buildings  with  the  use  of  Foundation  Aid  monies.  In  the  high 
school  new  lighting  fixtures,  and  lowered  ceiling  in  four 
classrooms,  new  exterior  doors,  and  window  shades  were 
installed.  In  the  Grammar  School  this  aid  resulted  in  a  new 
library,  front  doors,  new  shades,  and  lighting  fixtures. 

The  addition  of  staff  in  Elementary  Physical  Education  and 
Learning    Disabilities    indicates    a    more    comprehensive 
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program  available  for  the  elementary  students.  Mr.  Eric 
Knowlton,  Elementary  Principal  reports  that  through  the  use 
of  testing,  evaluation,  workshops  and  observations  the  staff 
continues  to  strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  by 
stressing  the  basics  and  improving  each  child's  skills. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
Members  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  Russell, 
Members  of  the  Faculty,  Staff,  and  the  people  of  Pittsfield 
for  the  warmth  of  their  welcome  and  support  in  my  first  year 
as  Principal.

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PITTSFIELD  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  1978 

On  March  14,  1978  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Pittsfield 
School  District  were  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  choose  three  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Town  Moderator,  Leo  Fraser,  read  the  warrant  and  the 

certification  of  posing.  The  polls  were  open  from  10  a.m.  to  6 
p.m.  There  were  552  ballots  cast  and  the  results  were  as 
follows:  Moderator  —  Henry  F.  Stapleton  490  votes;  Clerk  — 
Roberta  J.  Maxfield,  487  votes;  Treasurer  —  Elaine  A. 
Emerson,  405  votes;  School  Board  Members:  John  E. 
Genest,  Sr.,  251  votes;  Wayne  W.  Emerson,  76  votes; 
Gordon  R.  Weldon,  206  write-in  votes.  Auditors  —  Frances 
Marston,  28  write-in  votes;  Arnold  Wells,  21  write-in  votes; 
Donald  Bergeron,  19  write-in  votes. 

On  March  21st,  1978  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting 
was  held  at  the  Greenleaf  Auditorium  at  8  p.m.  Moderator, 
Henry  F.  Stapleton,  opened  the  meeting  by  calling  upon  Rev. 
Arthur  Bucknam  for  the  innvocation.  Moderator  then  read 
the  warrant  and  the  certification  of  posting. 

Article  l."I  move  the  salaries  of  School  District  Officers  be 
approved  as  follows:  Moderator  $15.00;  Clerk  $15.00;  School 
Board  Chairman  $250.00;  School  Board  Members  $200.00 
each;  Treasurer  $350.00;  Auditors  $15.00  each;  and  Truant 
Officer  $75.00."  John  Teague  made  the  motion  seconded  by 
Mary  Siel.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  2  "I  move  that  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
committees  of  the  School  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in 
the  Annual  Report."  John  Teague  made  the  motion  and 
Katrina  Blackwood  seconded.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  3  "I  move  the  District  authorize  the  school  board, 
pursuant  to  RSA  31:105,  to  provide  indemnification  for 
district  employees,  school  administrators,  school  board 
members,   district  officers  or  agents  from   personal   loss 
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including  reasonable  legal  fees  and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out 
of  any  claim,  demand,  suit  or  judgment  by  reason  of 
negligence  or  other  act  resulting  in  accidental  injury  to  a 
person  or  accidental  damage  to  property,  providing  the 
indemnified  person  was  at  the  time  of  the  accident  acting 
within  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office."  John  Teague 
made  the  motion  seconded  by  Leo  Fraser.  Vote  affirmative. 

Article  4  Moderator  read  the  article  and  called  on  Gordon 
Weldon  to  explain  the  change  in  amounts  since  the  budget 
was  prepared. 

Gordon  Weldon  informed  us  that  he  had  the  pleasant  task 
of  reporting  that  on  the  revenue  side  of  the  budget 
Foundation  Aid  was  estimated  at  $165,000,  however,  during 
the  past  week  the  State  had  arrived  at  a  new  figure  based  on 
our  Town's  equalized  valuation  of  $282,000,  an  increase  of 
$117,000.  Since  the  budget  had  already  been  prepared  and 
posted  when  this  new  figure  arrived,  it  was  too  late  to  change 
the  budget  figures. 

The  School  Board  met  and  unanimously  agreed  that  they 
would  like  to  propose  that  the  money  be  applied  as  follows: 
$50,000  be  applied  against  the  tax  assessment  so  that  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes  would  only  be  $827  over  last 
year,  with  the  balance-  of  $67,000  being  used  for  capital 
difficencies  in  the  district  with  special  consideration  being 
given  to  preparation  for  our  upcoming  accreditation. 

The  School  Board  then  called  a  meeting  of  the  Budget 
Committee  to  inform  them  of  this  new  development.  Fully 
realizing  that  no  further  action  could  be  taken  until  the  public 
meeting,  the  Board  felt  that  they  would  like  to  present  their 
proposed  plan  to  the  Budget  Committee  and  get  their  ideas 
and  suggestions. 

Mr.  Weldon  then  made  a  motion  that  the  District  raise  and 
appropriate  $959,993.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  School  District  Officials,  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  John  Barto 
seconded. 

John  Teague  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Budget  Committee 
expressed  complete  agreement  with  the  School  Board's 
decision  on  the  expenditure  of  the  extra  money.  He  explained 
that  the  Budget  Committee  was  in  unanimous  agreement 
after  a  lengthy  discussion.  The  School  Board  didn't  have  time 
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to  prepare  a  list  of  the  specific  projects  they  would  use  the 
money  on,  but  the  Budget  Committee  trusted  that  they  would 
use  the  money  towards  projects  that  would  not  create  a 
continuing  obligation  to  the  District  in  future  years. 

Arthur  Morse:  How  is  the  School  Board  going  to  let  us 
know  what  is  being  done  with  the  money? 

Gordon  Weldon:  The  School  Board  will  be  pleased  to  hear 
any  suggestions  regarding  how  it  should  be  handled.  The 
Budget  Committee  members  made  the  suggestion  that  the 
money  be  put  in  a  separate  account  so  that  an  exact  record 
would  be  kept  of  each  expenditure. 

Mary  Osgood:  Is  this  increase  in  the  budget  legal? 

Moderator:  Yes,  it  is  within  the  10%  amount  that  the 
budget  can  legally  be  increased  from  the  floor. 

Lester  Emerson:  By  putting  this  money  in  a  special 
account  it  will  not  only  serve  as  a  record  of  the  expenditures, 
but  it  will  draw  some  interest. 

Arthur  Morse:  Since  this  is  a  tentative  figure,  can  the  State 
come  back  and  change  it? 

Gordon  Weldon:  The  School  Board  will  be  particularly 
careful  to  definitely  verify  this  amount  before  any 
expenditures  are  made. 

Bill  Pethic:  How  did  this  mistake  occur? 

Gordon  Weldon:  The  State  just  did  not  notify  the  School 
Board  of  this  new  amount  in  time  for  it  to  be  included  in  the 
budget. 

Discussion  continued  with  the  main  concern  being  the 
projects  that  this  money  would  be  spent  for.  The  School 
Board  gave  their  assurance  that  this  money  would  not  be 
used  to  start  any  new  projects  that  would  cause  a  burden  on 
the  taxpayers  in  future  years,  and  would  be  used  for  capital 
outlay  only. 

Bill  Pethic:  Since  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  actually  what 
this  amount  is  going  to  be  spent  for,  I  would  like  to  make  a 
motion  that  a  notation  be  made  in  the  minutes  so  that  a 
complete  report  can  be  made  next  year  where  this  amount 
was  spent  by  the  District. 

Moderator:  Since  there  is  already  a  motion  on  the  floor,  I 
suggest  this  be  brought  up  under  Article  #6.  Motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Moderator  read  the  original  motion  again  and  it  was  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  5  "I  move  that  the  District  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereinafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency."  John 
Teague  made  the  motion  and  John  Genest  seconded.  Vote 
affirmative. 

Article  6  Bill  Pethic  made  a  motion  that  in  the  School 
District  Report  next  year  a  printed  report  be  included  stating 
exactly  what  the  $67,000.00  was  used  for  under  capital 
outlay.  Motion  duly  seconded  and  voted  affirmative. 

Gordon  Weldon:  At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
District  for  the  privilege  of  serving  on  the  School  Board,  and  I 
feel  that  I  got  more  out  of  it  then  they  got  out  of  me. 

John  Barto:  On  behalf  of  the  School  Board  I  would  like  to 
express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Gordon  for  the  tremendous 
amount  of  time  and  effort  he  has  given  to  the  Board  over  the 
past  three  years.  His  knlowledge  of  the  school  system  is 
certainy  going  to  be  missed  by  the  Board.  The  audience 
showed  their  appreciation  to  him  by  applauding. 

John  Perkins  moved  we  adjourn  and  Gilbert  Paige 
seconded.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  at  8:56  p.m.  Officers  were 
sworn  in.
